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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claim 1 is deemed to be indefinite in regards to the list structural 
formula of "Diagram 1". Should there not be a double bond between the 4 and 5 
carbon atoms? All the dependent claims are rejected here because they are 
dependent on the rejected claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 0 
513 966 A2 in view of (GB 2 054 543 A or Grinstead U.S. Patent Number 4,254,087 or 
Lark et al. U.S. Patent Number 4,356,309) and said combination further in view of 
Dalton U.S. Patent number 5,213,777. 
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EP teaches extraction composition that comprise: 1) bibenzimidazole of Formula 
(I) that read on applicant's benzimidazole of Diagram 2 when applicant's R2 group is an 
imidazole base group., and 2) an organic solvent, see abstract, pages 1-4, page 6, lines 
20-58 and examples 5 to 8. EP differs from applicant's claimed invention in that there is 
no direct disclosure to the further inclusion of a sulfonic acid as a second extractant, 
and applicants claimed modifier component. 

GB, Grinstead or Lark et al. all teach extraction mixtures for metals that comprise 
imidazole derivates extractants in combination with organic sulfonic acid secondary 
extractants and organic solvents. ( see abstract and page 4, line 35 to page 5 line 1 of 
Gb; abstract of Grinstead and abstract and example 2 of Lark et al.) 

Dalton teaches extraction mixtures for metals that comprise imidazole derivates 
extractants in combination with "modifiers" and organic solvents, see abstract and 
column 4, lines 35-48. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to use the direct 
disclosure of anyone of the secondary references as motivation to actually combined 
sulphonic acid as secondary extract to the extraction composition taught by EP for the 
benefits that such would cause. Likewise, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to use the direct disclosure of Dalton as motivation to actually 
combine a "modifier" to the extraction composition taught by EP for the benefits that 
such would cause. 

Double Patenting 

5. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states "whoever invents or discovers 
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any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). 
Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical 
subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 
F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 
(CCPA1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

6. Claims 1-8 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-8 of copending Application No. 10/733,907. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 

Prior-Art Cited But Not Applied 

7. Any prior-art reference which is cited on FORM PTO-892 but not applied, is cited 
only to show the general state of the prior-art at the time of applicant's invention.
